Pressed for a _ statement on 
whether he believed that the body 
of the German-nation was aware 
of its responsibility for the war, 
General Eisenhower said that, un- 
doubtedly, not all Germans were 
aware of many things done by 
their rulers.

Papal Efforts To 
Prevent War 


Italian Dictator Irked 
By Pontiff’s Constant 
Appeals For Peace 


Washington, June 18 —(NC)— 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII was 
ready to face the threat of incar- 
ceration in a concentration camp 
rather than desist from his cease- 
less efforts to prevent the out- 
break and the spread of World 
War II, it is revealed in a 18-page 
Italian-language document issued 
by the Vatican Polyglot Press, 
which has just become available in 
this country. 

Quoting extensively from Papal 
pronouncements and Vatican pa- 
pers of the years 1939 and 1940, 
the pamphlet traces particularly 
the tireless work of the Vatican 
to keep Italy out of the European 
struggle, including an appeal di- 
rected by the Holy Father to the 
then Premier Benito Mussolini to 
“spare Our and your beloved coun- 
try such a great calamity.” His 
Holiness appealed to Mussolini’s 
sense of responsibility towards the 
[Italian people and pointed out that, 
owing to his own privileged po- 


sition, he could make a valuable 
contribution to the peace of 
Europe

Pontiff Receives Third 
Group Of U. S. Senators 
In Audience; 16 In All

Vatican City, June 18 —(NC)— 
His Holiness’ Pope Pius XII has 
received 16 United States Senators 
in a period of eight days. 

On Monday he granted a private 
audience to eight Senators from 
the Military and Naval Affairs 
Committees, including Senators 
Richard B. Russell of Georgia, Har- 
ry F. Byrd of Virginia, Chan 
Gurney of South Dakota, Tom 
Stewart of Tennessee, Burnet R. 
Maybank of South Carolina, John 
L. McClellan of Arkansas, and 
Chapman Revercomb of West Vir- 
ginia. 

After greeting each ‘Senator in- 
dividually, the Holy Father addres- 
sed a warm welcome to the group. 
He later met and spoke with those 
who accompanied the Senators to 
the Vatican. 

The other eight Senators receiv- 
ed by the Sovereign Pontiff in re- 
cent days represented two groups. 
One, a sub-committee of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce, including Senators Burton 
K. Wheeler of Montana, Homer E. 
Capehart of Indiana, Albert W. 
Hakes of New Jersey, and Ernest 
W. McFarland of Arizona. The 
second group, comprising a sub- 
committee of the Senate Special 
Committee to Investigate the Nat- 
ional Defense Program, included 
Senators Harley M. Kilgore of 
West Virginia, James M. Tunnell 
of Delaware, Hugh B. Mitchell of 
Washington, and Homer Ferguson

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Followers Of Tito 
Spread Havoc In 
Italian Province 


Aimed At Crushing 
All Forces Which 
Opposed Communists 


Rome, June 11—(NC)— Since 
the outbreak of war and the as- 
cendency of the forces of General 
Tito to power in the Province of 
Venezia Giulia, violence and be- 


wilderment have followed in their 


wake, according to a sutvey of 
conditions in the area by ARI, 
local news agency. * 


In 1943, the survey stated,. it 
became apparent that General Ti- 
to’s forces aimed at crushing the 
spiritual and political forces that 
were regarded as undesirable by 
the communists. 


After September 8, 1943, the 
report added, compulsory conscrip- 
tion was instituted and manhunts 
began. The clergy, who hitherto 
had given whole-hearted support to 
the anti-nazi and anti-fascist move- 
‘ments, were unable to countenance 
the rule of brutality imposed by 


the communists, whose ideology 
went so far as to even include re- 
volting forms of free love. 


Next followed open persecutions. 
Priests and laymen were black- 
listed and many were killed, the 
survey said. Others simply disap- 
peared. There was no distinction 
made between non-communists, 
Slavs and Italians. Entire vil- 
lages were set afire; the aged and 
sick were burned alive; women 
were ravished, and livestock and 
— destroyed, the advices stat- 
ed. 


The clergy spared no effort in 
an attempt to aid their Slav and 
Italian flocks and there were many 
touching and heroic episodes by 
priests and laymen alike who did 
their utmost to save and shelter 
Italians, Slavs and non-commun- 
ists from the fury of the fascists, 
the nazis and the communists. 

At the end of 1943, the news 
agency reported, conditions of 
Italians, Slavs and non-commun- 
ists were extremely difficult and 
at present they still remain crit- 
ical throughout the entire area of 
the province.

The Oppressed With Oppressors 


Pastoral Of Archbishop Groeber Explains 
Suffering Of German People Under Nazi Rule— 
Calls Flock To Do Penance

Archbishop of Freiburg im Breis- | 


gau, which is now being distributed 
throughout the Archdiocese. 

The Archbishop is emphatic in 
acknowledging the grave respon- 
sibility of the German nation for 
the immense tragedy of this war, 
but he is equally outspoken in ap- 
pealing to the victors “not to de- 
stroy the oppressed and enslaved 
together with their oppressors.” 


Fully conceding that Germany 


surrendered unconditionally and is | 
“vanquished to an extent as never) 


before in her history,” the Arch- 
bishop tells his people that they 
can “expect a lessening of our 
burden only if we bow our heads in 
humility and do the will of the 
victors without recalcitrance, al- 
though, of course, the hope re- 
mains that we can prove beyond 
doubt that a large part of our peo- 
ple are not responsible either for 
the war or the atrocities com- 
mitted prior to and during the 
war. 

“This is particularly the case,” 
the pastoral continues, “since in 
our own country we Catholics were 
considered ‘enemies of the people’ 
who had to suffer discrimination 
and indignities, who were robbed of 
their liberties, and, after the vic- 
tory, were either to accept a new 
Weltanschauung {view of the 
world) or be destroyed.” 


The pastoral dwells at length 
upon the sad memories of the im- 
mediate past. When the bells of 
German belfries rang out the vic- 
tories of the Allies, the Archbishop 
observes, it was’ the first time in 
many years that they rang at all, 
for under the dishonest pretext of 
military necessity they had been 
silenced for a long time. 

“Now we can again have services 
at the usual hours,” the Arch- 
bishop tells his flock, “we can again 
venerate Crosses

Suffered For Their Faith 


The Archbishop also remembers 
those victims of the concentration 
‘camps “who were glorious wit- 
nesses of our Faith, along with 
many others, who escaped confine- 
ment in camps but had to suffer 
all kinds of discriminations simply 
because they had remained true to 
their Faith or their political con- 
victions.” 


Alluding to the conspiracy which

“Twenty-five years ago it was

Scottish Bishops Ask 
Christian Spirit In 
Post-War Politics 
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London, June 18 —(NC)— In a 
joint statement by the Bishops of | 
Scotland, Catholics are urged to | 
take a full share in public life, 
thus contributing to that “renewal 
of the Christian spirit quickening 
the heart of men” without which 
“there can_be no hope of the tri- 
umph of order over chaos.” 


“We exhort all,” the Bishops de- | 
clare, “to avail themselves of the 
opportunities to accept appoint- | 
ments offered by public authorities, 
so that Catholic influence may be. 
effectively brought to bear on leg-. 
islation and administration, on 
industry, on education and the 
care and welfare of children.” | 

Catholics should endeavor, the! 
Bishops say, to secure in their 
communities positions “in which 
they can work assiduously for the 
recognition, acceptance and intel- 
ligent application of Christian prin- 
ciples to the problems ef our day.” 

“If Catholics neglect this duty,” 
the Bishops warn, “they leave so- 
ciety to perish.” 

Extensive changes, “some radi- 
cal in their effects,” must be ex- 
pected in many spheres of life, the | 
Bishops say, acknowledging the 
“righteous intention” that guides, 
in many instances, those engaged 
in planning, for the reconstruction 
of society. But, they continue, 
“righteous intention is not in it- 
self sufficient.” 

“The truth cannot be gainsaid 
that the foundations of religious 
belief in this country have been 
considerably weakened in recent 
years,” th Bishops declare. “It 
is therefore so much the more to 
be feared that the changes pro- 
posed for the immediate future 
will not all be in harmony with 
Christian principles.” 

The Bishops, in exhorting Cath- 
olics to be mindful of their duties | 
to society, quote from the En- 
cyclical “The Christian Constitu- 
tion of States,” issued in 1885 by 
Pope Leo XIII, in which the Pon- 
tiff declared it to be the duty 
of Catholics “to make use of pop- 
ular institutions, so far as can be 
honestly done, for the advance- 
ment of truth and righteousness” 
and “to endeavor to bring back 
all civil society to the pattern and 
form of Christianity.” 


1,569 Maryknollers Labor 
in 16 Countries, Society 
Reports On 34th Birthday 


New York, June 18—(NC)—The 
Maryknoll Society, which cele- 
brates the 34th anniversary of its 
foundation on June 29, now totals 
1,569 members, including priests, 
Brothers, seminarians, and Mary- 
knoll Sisters, it has been announc- 
ed here. Houses of the two com- 
munities are established in 16 dif- 
ferent countries of the world. 

The personnel comes from 40 
States, the District of Columbia,

are members of the Maryknoll Sis- 
ters, while 885 appear on the ros- 
ters of the Maryknoll Fathers.

One of the most beautiful docu- 
ments to come out of the long 
underground fight of the Maguis in 
Belgium and France is a Prayer 


‘to the Blessed Virgin, which has 


been said by thousands of youn 
men who took to the forests an 
mountains to take up arms for the 
liberation of their country or were 
compelled to go into hiding from 
Nazi persecution. This was the 
prayer which was found in the 
pockets of Father Leloir, P. B., a 
Belgian White Father and Chap- 
lain of the Maquis, when he was 
captured by the Germans in April, 
1944. It was one of the things 
which so enraged the Gestapo that 
they tortured him, burning his 


| body with electrically heated irons, 
\trying to elicit information from 


him about the Maquis fighters. 
When they failed, they sent him 
to the Buchenwald concentration 
camp from which he was liberated 
in May, 1945, by American troops. 


Approved By Pope 


In Belgium as well as in France, 
Italy and elsewhere, large numbers 
‘of young Catholics were Maquis 
\fighters. Numerous priests were 
‘among them as chaplains. Some 
'Bishops appointed such chaplains 
early in the struggle; others wait- 
'ed for instructions from the Pope 
‘on this unprecedented problem, 
which they teceived promptly af- 
ter Cardinal Tisserant had put the 
matter before the Holy Father in 
| person. 


The printed copy of the Prayer 
to Notre Dame du Magquis which 
has been received by CIP contains 
the following explanatory note: 
“This prayer was composed by 
Military Chaplain E-E-11 of the 
Refractaire and Partisan Groups 
in Belgium and the French Depart- 
ments of Ardennes and Nord, It 
has been approved by the ecclesias- 
tical authority to which he is sub- 
ject. . . This chaplain will grate- 
fully receive gifts to permit him to 
obtain more ‘chapel trunks’ for all 
parts of his vast sector. Money as 
well as church ornaments and pray- 
er books for his Maquisards are 
welcome.” 


Since the prayer gives testimony 
both of the physical and moral dan- 
gers of the Maquis, the text is here 
reproduced in full. 

“Our Lady of the Maquis, here 
are your sons praying to yeu. You 
became acquainted with the paths 
in the mountains when you went 
to your cousin, Elizabeth. You 
kept your secret, in spite of St. 
Joseph’s questions. You know what 
it is like to be refused a shelter 
for the night. 


You knew hospitable stables, 
with the animals giving warmth 
and the soft hay and sheltering 
straw. You knew roads filled with 
danger at night, when you were 
fleeing with the Divine Child from 
Herod. Your whole life was pass- 
ed under a regime of foreign oc- 
cupation, but those who betrayed 
your Son and finally demanded 
His death were fellow-countrymen. 
You sanctified solitude by the caim 


of your retreat. You suffered 
loneliness in your c@Mpassion at 
the foot of the Cross. Your life 


before and after the death of 
Christ, was a hidden life. 
“Our Lady of the Maquis, here 
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secular papers and magazines.” 

Well, the principal reason why 
eur cut is so drastic is that our 
circulation has been greatly in- 
creased, and even a 25% cut in 
the size of the paper does not get 
us within our quota.

Numerous chaplains and men 
have told us that O. S. V. is like 
a letter from home, and if an 
edition is missed we are immedi- 
ately told about it. O. S. VY. fol- 
lowed our men all through Europe, 
and it is now a rare day which 
does not bring letters. from ser- 
vicemen in Germany. Just this 
morning we had a letter from 
Chaplain Brennan. who said this: 

“Keep O. S. V. coming. Now 
that the war is over, over here, 
it is needed more than ever before. 
The men have more time on their 
hands, and many of them have a 
deeper interest in religion than 
ever before. I’ve seen your paper 
read by Catholics and non-Catho- 
lics by the hundreds, and person- 
ally know that it is principally 
responsible for bringing back to 
the Sacraments and regular at- 
tendance at Mass three young men 
who had fallen away. I also have 
under instruction now a_ soldier 
who became interested in the 
Church after reading the Visitor.”

We have, on several occasions, 
noted that the Religious News Ser- 
vice is quite unfair to the Catholic | 
Church in one or two ways. It | 
either selects insignificant items 
and omits to pullicize far more 
important Catholic news, or it con- 
veys impressions calculated to pro- 
mote the prejudices of the readers 
by not telling the full story. 
In the June 1 number it pub- 
lizes an item from Hamilton, On- 
tario, Canada, in which the point 
is made that “some Protestant 
clergymen refuse to make out In- 
come Tax returns or to pay taxes 
because they understand that Ro- 
man Catholic priests in their com- 
munities do not file Income Tax 
returns.” 
Every priest in this country and, 
we are quite certain, in Canada, 
is covered by the Income Tax law, 
knows it and complies with it. 
Salaries of priests are low: in very 
few cases do they exceed $1200.00 
a year. 
The Hamilton, Cntario, Presby- 
tery believes that “the fees of var- 
ious kinds of the Catholic clergy 
exceed those received by the aver- 
age Protestant minister.” “Fees” 
would certainly be taxable. But 
“fees” are not exacted of people 
fer the Sacraments of the Church.

PAVE you thought recently how | 
your days look through God’s | 
eyes? We all know that we can | 
never get beyond the range of | 
God’s vision—His eye is ever up-| 
on us. This conviction fills’ us 
with mingled feelings of fear and 
of satisfaction, for we are asham- 
ed of our failings and we fear 
God’s punishments, whereas we are 
proud of those hidden good deeds 
meriting God’s approbation. 

God’s vision is much better than 
20-20, for He does not stop at 
externals as the human eyes must 
—God sees beyond these externals 
to the reasons why somethng 1s 
done or-avoided. God sees the mo- 
tives, and our punishment and our 
reward is gauged solely from mo- 
tives. 

God sees whether we go to Sun- 
day Mass because everybody goes, 
or because we fear hell, or be- 
cause we want to meet a girl- 
friend, or because we promised our 
mothers, or because we need to 
worship God; or maybe because 
of a part of all these reasons mix- 
ed together. Most of our motives 
in this life are not absolutely pure 
—they are usually mixed, but we 
must see to it that our predomin- 
ant reason is a wholesome one. 
Look to your motives—they are 
what God sees and rewards or 
punishes.

never been universal, nor can their 
origin be traced back to Pentecost, 
' or even to the time when, under 
Constantine, the one Christian reli- 
gion was accepted for his Empire 
by the Roman Emperor. Calling a 
religion “Catholic” does not make 
it that. 

Since the Holy Catholic’ Church 
received that official name after 
St. Peter moved his See from Anti- 
och to Rome, there is no difference 


between ‘the two. The Author was 
Christ. 


What proof do you have that the 
Catholie Church is the true 
Church ? All other churches claim 
N their church is the true one. 

Catholics claim that their Church 

fs the true Church, because it had 

i Christ, the Son of God, as its 
Author. Other churches may cail 
theirs the true church, but, no mat- 
ter which organization it may be, 
t came into being centuries after 
Christ. It had a human founda- 
) tion, as you can learn from any 
Encyclopedia, or from any reliable 

, ook on history. Look up the 


difference between the Roman Catholie Church 
and the Holy Catholic Church? And when did each of these

names of the men who are credited 
with having started this church or 
that, and history will tell you when 
they lived, where they died, and, 
outside the Orthodox (often called 
the Greek) Church not one is over 
500 years old. The Orthodox was 
a part of the Cathloic Church un- 
til the ninth century. For political 
reasons it seceded from the Roman 
Church, but the schism lasted only 
a few years. The schism was re- 
newed in the 11th century and was 
healed again in the 15th. Then 
the separation took place for good, 
and after that the Orthodox be- 
came the national church of sev- 
eral countries, such as Russia. 


When we refer to the Orthodox 
Church as Greek we have in mind 
the language of the Liturgy, al- 
though some branches of the Or- 
thodox Church use the Slovenian, 
others the Romanian, and still 
others the Russian language. 


Orestes A. Brownson, a very 
prominent convert to the Catholic 
Church a century ago, wrote as 
follows about the ©§ Orthodox 
(Greek) Church: 

The Greek Church was for- 
merly in communion with the 
Church of Rome and made one 
corporation with it. The Churea 
of Rome was then the true 
Church or it was not. If not, the 
Greek Church is false in conse- 
quence of having communed 
with a false Church. If it was, 
the Greek Church is false be- 
cause it separated from it... 
In the separation the Greek 
Church denied what she had be- 
fore asserted, while Rome con- 
tinued to assert the same doc- 
trine after as before. There- 
fore the Greek Church was the 
dissentient body. Prior to the 
separation the Greek Church 
agreed with the Roman in sub- 
mitting to the Papal authority. 
In the separation the Greek 
Church threw off this authority, 
while the Roman continued to 
submit to it. Therefore the 
Greek Church was a separatist. 

It may be interesting for you to 
know that even the Orthodox 
Church has very little in common 
with Protestantism. It has the 
Mass, believes in the Real Presence 
of Christ in the Holy Eucharist, 
has Confession, and all. the seven 
Sacraments of the so-called Roman 
Church.

St. James, one of the first Apos- 
tles chosen by Christ, and the first 
Bishop of Jerusalem, tells us that 
“faith without works is dead” 
(James IT, 16). 

But how about so many utter- 
ances of Christ Himself, for in- 
stance, “Not everyone who says 
to Me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the Kingdom of Heaven; but he 
who does the will of My Father in 
Heaven, shall enter the Kingdom 
of Heaven” (Matth. VII, 21)? 

That utterance of Christ clearly 
depicts the one who hopes for sal- 
vation by “trust.” He is reminded 
that other things are necessary. 
since the same Christ says: “If 
thou will enter into life keep the 
Commandments” (Matt. XIX, 17). 
In His last words to the Apostles 
before His return to Heaven, 
Christ instructed them to demand 
that those whom they instructed 
should “observe all things whatso- 
ever [I have commanded you” 
(Matt. XXVIIT, 20).

St. Paul said on another occa- 
sion, “he who is just lives by faith” 
'(Rom. I, 17). By that he meant 
‘that the righteous man governs his 
‘life according to the things he be- 
‘lieves. In other words he does not 
believe one thing and act another; 
he is not a hypocrite; he is not an 
inconsistent man. 
| The Bible which emphasizes faith 
‘also emphasizes “hope,” and even 
‘more “charity.” St. Paul says char- 
ity is the greatest of these three. 
|He says: (Rom. VIII, 24) “We are 
saved by hope,” but evidently he 
‘did not mean that man needs only 
to hope for salvation. 
| The best argument to use 
‘against those who maintain that 
| people are already saved, is to re- 
‘fer to St. Paul himself, who cer- 
'tainly had faith and hope and 
charity. He declared that he him- 
'self could be rejected (I Cor. IX 
'27). On another occasion St. 
|'wrote (I Cor. IV, 4): “I have 
‘nothing on my conscience, yet | 


' 
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He cured physically, because of 
their faith, he told them to “sin no 
more.” The certain implication is 
that they “could” sin thereafter. 
What if one who accepted Christ 
and believed that he was already 
saved were killed while he was in 
the act of committing both robbery 
and murder. He died instantly, 
leven without an opportunity to re- 
[pent or to turn his thought back 


_ 


to Christ, his Savior. Was he saved 
for all eternity because he had 
faith? 

Thousands who have taken 
Christ as their Savior have remar- 
ried after a divorce, while their 
only husband or wife is still living. 
Christ calls that kind of union 
“adultery.” Could one honestly be- 
lieve that he could habitually vio- 
late so important a Commandment 
of Christ, and still be saved be- 
cause of his “faith”? 

Christ permitted Jews to leave 
him and told the Apostles that they 
too could leave Him if they would 
not accept His words literally on 
the subject of the Eucharist. Most 
Protestants do not accept that clear 
teaching and, therefore, it cannnot 
be truly said of them that they 
“believe.” It was on this very oc- 
casion that Peter, who, like other 
Jews, found this Eucharist doctrine 
difficult to accept, professed not 
only his belief in Christ, but in His 
promise to feed the souls of His 
followers literally with His flesh 
and blood (John VI, 70). 

It is just as inconsistent for one 
to say that he believes in the Bible 
and then reject a number of its 
passages or give them an interpre- 
tation which was not intended, as 
for him to declare that he believes 
in Christ and then selects what he 
pleases of Christ’s teaching. 

There are many who very erron- 
eously charge the Catholic Church 
with minimizing faith and magni- 
fying good works. The Church does 
neither, She teaches very definite- 
ly with Christ that faith is neces- 
sary for salvation; and with Paul 
that good works apart from divine 
grace and the merits of Christ 
could not save. But the Church 
teaches with equal definiteness that 
the “believer” must also be a 
“doer”-of good works, that no mat- 
ter how strongly he believes he 
must keep the Commandments. 
Does not the Bible tell us that even 


‘the devil believes? He certainly 
‘is not “saved” or he would not be 
a devil. 

When St. Paul insisted, before 
Jews, that “the works of the law 
would not save them,” he had in 
mind the Mosaic law. Jewish con- 
verts insisted on observing the 
Mosaic law, and those who were 
not converts held that they were 
made righteous by that law with- 
out the acceptance of Christ.
